$50,660,600 Paid 
In Fuel Tax 


Record Income For 
Fiscal Year Is 
Reported 


SACRAMENTO—A _ record’ income 
from California’s motor vehicle fuel 
tax was achieved during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, when the revenue passed 
the fifty million mark for the first 
time in any twelve-month period since 
the tax was effected, the state board of 
equalization announced today. 

The tax amounted to $4,628,691.58 for 
the month of June to bring the total 
for the fiscal year up to $50,086,902.84. 

The revenue for the month repre- 
sented a gain of 11.19 per cent com- 
Pared with the same month of the pre- 
vious year, and was only slightly under 
the total collected during May of this 
year. 

The total for the fiscal year repre- 
sented a gain of 6.91 per cent over the 
income amounting to $46,847,584.42 for 
the previous twelve-month period. 

“This record income from the gas- 
oline tax surely is indicative of Cali- 
fornia’s steady climb toward a new 
Prosperity,” said Richard E. Collins, 
by Collins, who explained that resale of 
board chairman. ‘‘This increased use 
of motor vehicle transportation, as in- 
dicated by gasoline sales, is a fairly 

accurate barometer of improved eco- 
nomic conditions. The direct result is 
assurance that California’s highway 
program will be continued.” 

Oil companies reporting sales of more 
than 300,000 gallons in June were listed 
Collins, who explained that resale of 
gasoline previously taxed and exempt 
Sales to the federal government ac- 
counted for differences between totai 
Sales and taxable sales.
